Lawrence Barrett Warned by His
Physicians Not to Play Again,

STORY OF THE TWO OPERATIONS.

Over a Bundred Enlarged Lymphatic Glands
Cut Prom His Neck.

THE DISEASE DUE TO MEXTAL STRAIN, |

Mr. Burrett Made » Great Desl of Momey Last Year,
But Has Little L,

In the absence of Lawrence Barrett in
Europe, bhis physicians have told the story
ol bis disesse, and the two severe operations
for bis reliel. Thev will not ssy the trage-
dian is cured, sud hardly expeot him to ap-
pesr on the stage again. The misfortune
caused him hesvy loss. His financial con-
dition is mot the best. Mr, Barrest pleads
for oo more year on the stuge.

Bostox, February 8.—The departure of
Lavrence Barrett for Europe makes it pos
sible to publish, for
the first time, the par-
ticulars of the physical
disaster which has
compelled him to re-
tire from the stage. It
was known that sn
enormous  swelling
under his ¢hin had so
disfigured him as to
*unfit him for the im-
personations of dram-
atic heroes who ought
to be sightly, and
thnt he had at last
been compelled to stop acting in the middle
of the season, disband & eompany engaged
in the representation of & new drams, lose a
heavy investment of money in socepery, cos-
tumes and other expenses of an elaborate
theatries] enterprise, sad submit himself to
the surgedns.

Ouace before his ailment had incapacitated
him, buta long stay st a German watering
plzee had relieved bim considerably, and he
bad returned to the mimic life of the stage.
But very guickiy a swelling began to form
negsin st the front of his neck, and this in-
creased steadily in size until it transformed
his facinl lines into veritable ecaricature,
Oue night he exclaimed to a member of his
company, between the actsof “Ganclon,”™
in response to an effort to  belittle his vgli-
npess: “I'm fit to bean exhibitin & dime
musenm, bul not to act tragic parts. I can
see the people examining me through their
Elasses in amnzement and disgust.™

T0 BOSTON FOR HELP.

Mr. Barrett is a sensiiively proud gentle-
man, He reslved to take himself st onee
from public sight, and hive recourse to that
surgical trestmeot which bad been too long
delayed. Thersupon the company was dis-
banded, and the tragedian went to Boston
for help. At No. 2 Lounishore squere,
which Jeads from Mt Vernon street, the
noribern boundary of the gilt-domed Capitol
on Beacon street, is an old-'sshioned brick
buililing, whose front windows overlook a
small oval-stiuped park. The plot is in-
closed by & high iron fence, whose palings
are in the shape of spear heads. There is
no opening in these formidable barriers, and
mo ope knows how long it has been sinee hn-
man foot trespassed upon the slmoat sacred
ground. At one end of the space stands a
granite statu : of Diogenes, and at the other,
Columbus, doue in marble.

The buildine is known as the dispensary
ot Bt Murgaret’s Hospital, an institation
supported by patiepts who go there for
trentment, It is presided over by the
Bisters of 5t. Margaret, an order belonging
to the Episcopal Church, who first came to
this couutry 16 years ago. A pull at the
big silver-plated doorbell summoned & neat-
appearing servant girl, A eard was passed
%0 ber and she disappeared up & long fight
o! stairs whose farther terminus was lost in
the darkness. The writer betook himself wo
& lurge parior which led off the hallway to
the rielt, sod made s leisurely survey of the
surnonodings while waitiog for o reply trom
sbove. The room was high-studied and fur-
nished very spariogly with old-fashioned
chairs, & centerstable, 1 wire flower-stand,
two little cabinets ot books, an sncient-look-
fng son, and snow.-white lnce curtains;
while on the great wall-spaces were hung a
few pictures on religious subjeets.

TWO OPERATIONS PERFPORMED,

After the lapse of not more than a minute

and scapula, with a big black oross hanging
from a eord about her neck, sppeared in the
broad doorway and soitly inguired of what
perviee she could be.

He used a little in-
strumert of his own invention which he calls
the ‘joker.'

BLOOD IN GOOD CONDITION,

"It was & most dangerous undertaking,
for all the arteries und nérves of the n.ui
were laid bare, including the j vein,
bat the patient rallied quickly from the se-
vere ordeal. We kept the opening carefully
washed with antiseptic fluids, to prevent the
formation of germs, and all went as well as
could be wished. Beiore the operation we
consulted a fumous expert, Dr. Fisk, and
fonud that Mr, Barrett’s biood was in the
best possible condition. In all lymphatic
discases there is a tendency loward blood
weakness. There are two kinds of blood
corpuseles—=white and red—and when a per-
son is sfilicted with the trouble under con-
siderstion & great many of the white corpus-
oles are lisble to form, which is followed by
a: corresponding decrease of the red ones.

It has been
assumed that he was suffering from goitre
which is an enlargement of the I-E;Nili
gland, while the seat of the ironble was
really in the floid glauds of the peck.

In reference to Mr. Barrett’s financial
condition, it may be explained that he still
retaine un interest in the Booth-Modjesks
combination, and owns a besatiful residence
ut Cobaosset, on the south shore, on which it
is understood there isa heavy mortgage.
He made s great deal of money while play-
ing with Mr. Booth, but the bulk of it went
to pay old debts and in the production of
“Ganelon,” $20,000 being spent in putting
that play upon the stage. His tive
profits will come from the Booth-Modjeska
combination and what he realizes from the
possible sale of “Ganelon.” As to the
question whether he will recover or not,
time alone can tell.
